High Injury Network Update 


* This month, LADOT updated the Vision Zero High Injury Network, the network of city 

streets where we can make the biggest difference in our effort to save lives. You can find 
out more about our updated network in our latest blog post chttps://lacity.us 13.list - 
manage.com/track/click?u=bdIbb0f9ad454aIc5a484c0e2&id=bdf85e12lc&e=5737537d5f> . Many of 
the Vision Zero improvements on the High Injury Network began installation in May 2017 and 
safety data over that time has not yet been included in our High Injury Network analysis 
(SWITRS data from 2017 and 2018). Where we've made Vision Zero improvements and have 
available safety data, like the Hollywood and Highland intersections, we've seen positive 
results. 
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Left turn calming at Hill and 4th will help increase visibility for pedestrians and 
decrease the speed of left turns. 
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Solar-powered flashers at St. Joan Of Arc Academy will illuminate when students cross the 
street. 


VISION ZERO IMPROVEMENTS IN LA 


* We installed in-roadway flashing lights in front of St. Joan of Arc Academy in 
West LA to help make students crossing the street more visible to drivers.
